Additions sbguld be made to this 
building within a short period, but 
cannot be included within the first 


Ansley Park School. 
A ‘new school is essential in the 
northeastern part of the Ansley Park 
residential section. This school should 
be so located as.to include territory 
to the north, which is at present not 
within the city limits. The school 
will begin as a limited section of what 
eventually should be a 1,000 to 1,200 
pupil elementary school building. 
This building should be begun im- 
mediately after the structures hhve 
been provided, which are listed in

Battle Hill School. 


This building should be abandoned 
for school purposes. The enrollment 
has sed over the last eight-year 
period. The junior high school enrol- 
ment is now 26, leaving approximate 
ly 215 childrén to be provided for. 
If all of the elementary school chil- 
dren in Lucile Avenue and Battle Hill 
were cered for 4 additions to the 
Lucile Avenue school, approximately 
880 children would be housed in the 
Lucile Avenue school. Additions are 
absolutely essential at the Lucile 
Avenue school at this time. Such 
additions to the Lucile Avenue 
achool should made as to provide 
for more children from the Battle Hill 
region and ultimately another school 
plant should be built, but not on the. 
present Battle Hill site, but to the

children attending this school at pres- 
ent. If fire were to break out in this 
building, it would spread exceedingly 
rapidly because of the nature and age 
of the construction. Under no cir- 
cumstances should this school build- 
ing be ufilized for any school pur- 
poses. 

Its site is one of the most attractive 
sites for elementary schools which is. 
It- is very un- 
fortunate, however, in its location, 
being in such close proximity to in- 
plants and railroad develop- 
ment. This residential section is be- 
coming predominantly colored. 

The house count district surround- 
ing this school from which the pres- 
ent efirollment comes has changed 
from 31 per cent whites in 1910 to 20 
per cent whites in 1920. There are, 
however, 500 children in this section 
who cannot be given proper school 
accommodation except as the new ele- 
mentary school building is provided 
on this site.

The school districts 
of this schbol and the Crew Street 
school overlap to a very great degree, 
but the enrollment in the Crew Street

en. 


The recommendation is to secure 
a large site for the Formwalt Street 
school and to develop an elementary 
school plant which will relieve the 
present Formwalt Street conditions, 
the Ira Street overcrowding and to 
some degree the overcrowding at the 
Crew Street school. The Formwalt 
Street school could then be one of 
the large elemehtary schools of this 
section. 

Forrest Avenue School. 


The estimate for increase in the 
white population in the Forrest Ave- 
nue section leads to the conclusion 
that the school enrollment will not 
grow exceedingly rapid in this sec- 
tion, at least during the early part 
of the next two decades. The school 
enroliment at this point is now 362 
and has shown only a slight growth 
over the last eight-year period. There 
are no children ir temporary housing 
and the Junior High school program 
will relieve this section to the degree 
that it may provide housing for chil- 
dren from the ontlying regions of its 
contributing territory. The school site 
should be retained, the building should 
be maintained in adequate state of re- 
pair, and when additions are made 
care should be taken to provide the 
highest degree of fire protection pos- 
sible.

Fraser Street School. 


This school is in a very dangerous 
condition. Floors and walls are giv- 
ing way to such a degree that it is 
very undesirable to utilize it for 
school purposes. It can not be re- 
stored for schoo. use, except at an 
exorbitant cost. The site is such as 
to make it unfeasible to plan a large 
elementary school at this point. 


The Fraser Street enrollment has 
grown 263 over the last eight years, 
althdugh the present enrollment is less 
than it was in 1919 and 1920.

The Hill Street school should be 
considered one of the elementary cen- 
ters which will eventually be expected 
to provide for at least 1,000 children. 

e Hill Street school must provide 
relief for the Fair Street school séc- 
tion, namély, for house-count sections 
181, 132 and 133 which lie directly 
in between these schools.

Home Park School. 


This school is rated among the high- 
est of the elementary schools.

Milfon Avenue School. 

The total population about the 
Milton Avenue school has changed in 
the last ten years from 52 per cent 
white to 57 per cent white. The en- 
rollment in this school has grown 
from 118 to 321 during the last eight 
years. : 

There is no congestion in this build- 
ing at present and 35 children are in 
the seventh grade, so that relief will 
be provided for any small growth over 
the next few years. 

Moreland Avenue School. 

This is one of the most recently 
constructed school buildings in the 
city. It should be developed into a 
larger school plant which ultimately 
will house 1,000 children. There are 
now approximately 665 children 
housed in this building, with 114 
located in unsatisfactory class rooms. 
Nintey-three of these children are in 
the seventh grade. As Moreland 
Avenue school becomes pvercrowded, 
relief can be. provided to the southeast 
and north.

While Mr. Pilcher had until April 
1 to serve, according to the terms of 
his resignation, the board of commis- 
sioners granted him a constructive 
two weeks’ vacation on pay, to which 
the law, in fact, entitles him, in order 
that he might accommbddate his tenure 
to meet the conditions of his new con- 
tract. 

It is understood that Mr. Pilcher 
will receive from New Smyrna a sal- 
ary in the sum of $3,600 a year, with 
certain expense account allowanccs, 
while here he received a flat salary of 
$3,600. The governing body of New 
Smyrna is composed of three com- 
missioners, and it is a united board 
in point of the friendly attitude of 
its personnel toward the city manager 
form of government. 

Election Delayed. 

Mr. Trowbridge, the ad-interim city 
manager of Decatur, is a civil en- 
gineer of ability, who has been em- 
ployed in the engineering and con- 
struction department of this city since 
early last summer.

LISTEN TO THIS. 

Jam a man 36 years old, 67 inches 
tall, and I weigh 220 pounds. I put 
in six or seven hours a day punching 
a typewriter or camping in an office 
chair. I have had no serious illness 
in ten years and have taken no medi- 
cine in that time. I have taken no 
breakfast for twelve years. I never 
eat -betwene meals, never eat candy or 
patronize the soda counter, but I am 
strong for pie, thickly buttered toast, 
rich steaks and that sort of thing. 


My eyes fill with tears of emotion 


at the thought of a rich and indigesti- 
ble dessert. I was examined for life 
insurance recently, but was penalized 
for excess weight and because my 


blood pressure was 145. I smoke a 
great deal and my physician declares 
that the high blood pressure probably 
comes from smokirg. 


“What about the high blood pres- 
sure and smoking? 


“I have become accustomed to be- 
ing overweight, but any hint at other 
abnormalities rather alarms me. 

“Please give me any suggestion you 
can toward reducing my weight and 
my blood pressure.’ 

This is certainly a heart rending 
case.” My sympathy goes out to this 
man—but just as he reaches for it 
I snatch it back again, for I think he 
needs the exercise. 

I would prescribe two good habits 
and an accomplishment for such a 
man. He ought to acquire (1) the 
eating babit, and (2) the smoking 
habit. For an accomplishment 1 
would suggest sawing wood. Still, 
the man is going on the rocks, and 
going fast, unless he goes on the 
rockpile, voluntarily. Exercise’ is 
great medicine for him, as he tells 
me in another part of his letter which 
I have omitted—he reduced to 155 
pounds while he was in the service 
one year, mostly spent in camp. 

The relation of tobacco with high 
blood pressure is a very definite one. 
No other stimulant will. so quickly 
or so persistently elevate a man’s 


blood pressure as tobacco does. 


The eating habit is a good one for 
a man to have.
